'^^^stipulite that in aiiy event the demanding 
ftuthorities, after the request has been 
made known to ^thom, | will have a 
stated time wherein to produce further 
evidence, and that pending this the 
prisoner shall remain in custody. The 
Ottawa' authorities have not been so 
notified; but Kelljr ia free. After ten 

•l^jnonthi of persistent effort to prooMre the 
extradition of this man, who has bean 
twice remanded for surrender und yet is 
now at large, the local govornmoiit recog- 
nizing that all farther attempts would be 

. hopeless will, it is believed, relinquish the 

■^piitauit. The ovnlauco produced in the 
case is such ma to warrant the man Kelly in 
being looked on as someihing more' than 
the probable murderer of the American 
trader. From the very first every possible 
obstruction has been placed in the way of 
the endeavors of the province to secure 
the person of the mun whose guilt has 
been practically proved; but money and 
poiitioal intluonco }iavo_ been too potent, 
add Kelly ia now treading the firm soil 
And brettthing the pure air of a country 
where all are free,— f lee to make justice a 
travesty, tc trent murder as a joke, and to 
turn a criminal trial and sentence into a 
mockery — if they do but possess the 
subtle key to the necessary mechanism. 
It ia needless at this present time to dwell 
upon the very different Bpirit that has 
been^displayed by British Columbia to- 
wards its powerful neighbor in delivering 
up to it its refugee criminals; 
nor to comment upon the inconsistency 
of the letter in suggesting reciprocity with 
Canada iu the extradition of embc:rzlerti and 
defaulters when it refuses to yield up one 
against whom exists damning proof of the 
guilt of murder, Words, however, uttered 
by Justice Gray to a criminal now awaiting 

' exeotition are auffloianfly eppreoiablo to. be 
repeated. He said: "I wish it to be un- 
derstood that while every American citizen 
who may come into this country >vill be as 
welcome as you yourself were, we desire to 
impress upon them that when they oome 
here they cannot bring with them that 
looseuoBB and laxity of administration which 
obtains in their own country — to impress 
upon them that the divine na well as the 
human liiw is observed here — that 'ho who 
takes human life of him shall his life be re- 
quired. ' " And iu spite of the unsympa- 
thetio maouer in whioh our efibrts to main- 
' tai& ddr.la-ws.'ha8 beeuniet, the principle 
of British justioe will still bo jiromulgatod 
and bserved whtre thoswny of our country 
is held; and if iuthe course of the vindica- 
tion of those laws the conduct of this prov- 
ince u\fferB from thnt of the United States 
the fauii of the contrast will be that of the 
latter. A British country will never shield 
a criminal from his just deserts; und the 
States, if it refuses to give ours up to us, 
may keep them, and shall in addition have 
those of her own who rany tleo to this side, 
by giyihg siifBcient guarantee that the ne- 
oeBsaryl expenses will be reimbursed. Kelly 
may be leigally free, ' but he goes forth with 
a red stain npon his conscience, if he has 
any, and with a liberty that is conditional 
upon his never placiughis foot upon British 
lioil. Until then his crime rests between 
himself and his Maker. Ah it is the United 
States is responsible, through the modern 
reformer of its constitution, for prostituting 
its freedom by wrapping its flag around the 
body of a. pnma facU murderer. The atti- 
tude of the States iu this case by tacitly 
offering immunity to criminals involves the 
lives of our people, a.id it is in order for 

' our Domioiou members of the commons to 
aak the house by resolution to represent to 
congress the necessity of making the extra- 
dition treaty between Canada and the 
United Status somothing else than a dead 
letter so far as the last named eountry is 
ooncemed.

Ottawa, April 21. — A lively debate took 
place in Iho house this woek in regard to 
the governor-general. For some timo paat 
the Canadian people have beengrunrblingas 
to the great extravagance and heavy ex- 
penditures of keeping up government 
houae. The goveriior-goaeral receives 
^50,000 per year, but thia sum in the way 
of extras has swelled until it is now about 
$150,000 and annually it is increasing. 
Mr. McCraney, liberal, moved for particu- 
lars as to how this extra sum was being 
cquandered and called for detail. Sir 
Hector Langovin got indignant and re- 
fused. The debate lasted tho gouter part 
of tho afternoon and evening.

BURMAtL '• 
London, April 21. — .-V diapiilch from Man- 
dolaysaya: To-day being the ISurmeso 
now year lifty followers of tho Myingazing 
princes set fire to their city in several places 
nt four o'clock in the morning. Hundreds 
of houses have been burned, tho treasury,, 
postoffice and several othei smaller build. 
ingB within the palace enclosure were de- 
stroyed. The third of the wall of the walled 
city has been rained. Troops pursued and 
captured several of the incendiaries. 
Hovine, the Jinglish military apothecary, 
was killed. A number of oncountevs took 
place ontsido tho city with the priuces' fol- 
loweiH, sevornl of whom wore killed and 
many wounded ou both sides." 

Advices from l^Iaudalay sny that tho 
British expedition sent against the Kaohien 
tribe haa boon compelled to retreat. The 
rebels in an overwheln^ing force attacked 
the British, eharging upon the battery of 
mountain guns and di-iving the expedition 
back. Reinforcements for the expedition 
have been ordered from Mundalay. The 
rebels have captured Megandot, a police 
station. They bound the garrison with 
oords and massacred twenty -three persona. 

GREECE- 
LoNDON, April 21. — Representatives of 
the powers, including Genadios, the Greek 
charge d'affaires, had a lengthy oouferenco 
this afternoon with Lord Roaeberry, minis- 
ter of foreign affairs, respecting the Greek 
dlTiculty. 

A conflict on the Greek frontier is hourly 
expected. Tho Greeks have assumed a 
very provoking attitude, whioh has had the 
utlect of making the Turks furious. 

AUSTRIA. 
Vienna, April 21.- The conditioi) of 
afi'aira at Styr among the people who lost 
their homes by the great fire is most piti- 
able. Mo.it of tho victims are without food 
or meaus, and aro rendered desperate by 
the thought of starvation. Parmers in tho 
vicinity Lave boon visited by mobs of men 
who have demanded food and if refused 
stole it. The owners of farms are now com- 
pelled to barricade their houses ns the only 
way to guard them from being pluudered of 
food - by tho mob. The search for the 
remains of the personB'.who'jlbet their lives 
during the conflagration has been proceedr 
ing aarapidly as circumstances would allow. 
Thus far 08 bodies, charred uo as to make 
recognition diflioult, have been taken fronj 
the ruina. There have been twenty deaths 
in the fields sinoo Sunday of invalids, young 
and old, who wore taken out of town to 
escape the flomes.

I have again, lost a dear and 
honored friend, and my heart sinks with- 
in me|whe¥I;^In^tUa^ I ahnll not again 
on earth loot on' that noble preaonc8,thBt 
kindly face, and listen to those worda at 
wisdom and chriatian largo-heartrdnoia 
which used to do me so much good. Bat 
I should not speak of myself when you, 
hia children, and your dear mother, and 
our beloved Scotland lose lo much. Still 
I may be, I hope, forgiven if I do appear 
egotistical, for I have lost ao many, and I 
feel 80 ALONE.
